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PREFACE 

The New Champion Spelling Book preserves the gen- 
eral plan and organization of the original Champion 
Spelling Book, which has met the enthusiastic approval 
of teachers, principals, and superintendents throughout 
the country. 

Since its publication, however, many new words have 
come into use, and many investigations have been made 
and books published on the subject of spelling vocabu- 
laries by such specialists as Ayres, Cook and O'Shea, 
Pryor, and Suzzallo. The Champion Spelling Book has 
therefore been made over so far as necessary to incor- 
porate the additional words that need to be taught, and 
to omit a corresponding number of words that are less 
needed. 

In resetting the book for this purpose, the opportunity 
has been taken to make various other changes, especially 
in the grading of words and in the grading and arrange- 
ment of the supplementary exercises. Xhe length of the 
book has been increased by a few pages in order to incor- 
porate a considerably larger number of dictation exercises. 

The course, as before, includes six sections, each de- 
signed for a year's work. The intensive teaching of two 
new words daily and the employment of spelling contests, 
making drill and review effective, are the prominent fea- 
tures in the new book as in the old, as explained in the 
following pages. It was by these methods that Cleveland 
boys and girls were prepared to win their famous victory 
in the National Education Association spelling contest; 
hence the name of this book.

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SUGGESTIONS TO TEACHERS 

Intensive Teaching. — This book presents about 1200 words 
each year, and teaches 312 of them with clearness and in- 
tensity. Two words are made prominent in each lesson. 
Their pronunciation, division into syllables, oral and written 
spelling, and meaning are all to be made clear to pupils. 
(Full diacritic marking will be found in the alphabetical list 
at the end of each year's work.) The prominent words are to 
be used in sentences made by the pupils. Center your energy 
on securing mastery of these two words; the eight subordi- 
nate words of each lesson are review words or not difficult — 
although you should make sure that the meaning of each is un- 
derstood. Use the markings only to establish pronunciation ; 
write the word always as a whole, without markings or division 
into syllables; drill much on enunciation* of vowel sounds; 
establish the power to use the dictionary ; frequently make the 
recitation a combination of oral and written work. These 
processes contribute much to the plan of intensive teaching. 

Systematic Drill. — Systematic review is provided through- 
out the book. Each of the ten prominent words taught inten- 
sively in a week is listed as a subordinate word within the 
. next two weeks ; included in a spelling contest at the end of 
eight weeks ; again in the annual contest at the end of the 
school year ; and again as a subordinate word in the following 
year's work ; — used five times, in all, within two years. 
Eighteen hundred and seventy-two words often misspelled are, 
in this manner, intensively taught and effectively reviewed. 

Spelling Contests. — The contests, when properly conducted, 
stimulate the schools to their highest effort. They are more 
effective than the spelling bee or the spell-down. The contest 
requires all pupils to write all the words given, and in addi- 
tion all other words which the pupils have actually misspelled. 
After this is done, the papers are collected and the words are

spelled orally. Eecord is made of oral errors. The papers 
are then marked and teachers report as follows ; 

1. The number of pupils taking part in the contest. 

2. The total number of words misspelled in the oral contest. 

3. The total number of words misspelled in the written 
contest, 

4. The total number of errors in both. 

5. The average number of errors per pupil taking part. 

6. The number of pupils making no errors. 

The average number of errors is posted' in the schoolroom. 
It may be reported to the principal or superintendent, and 
comparisons made between the same grades of a school, the 
same grades of different schools, the different grades of the 
same school, all grades of all schools. Grades and schools 
may learn their rank in the community, and trace the record 
to girls and boys who are responsible. Thus, all join with 
the public in a worthy effort for improvement, centering effort 
on the poorer spellers. 

Other Features. — It is important that the dominant plan of 
the book be followed closely, by teaching intensively two new 
words daily. The subordinate words will be found arranged 
in helpful groupings. 'The supplementary lessons will serve 
as aids in teaching sounds of vowels, homonyms, rules of 
spelling, contracted forms, abbreviations, suffixes, prefixes, use 
of hyphens, plurals, dictation work, and word building. The 
words used in the National Education Association contest are 
given at the end of Section VI. 

Special Suggestions. — Spelling papers should be corrected 
in the recitation period and emphasis given to the correct 
spelling of the words misspelled. Oral spelling should move 
with snap. Each pupil should have but one trial on a word. 
The meaning of the word should always be made clear, either 
by usiQg it in a sentence, or by definition, or by giving a 
synonym or the antonym, or by illustration with object, action, 
or drawing.

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SUGGESTIONS TO TEACHERS 7 

Ayres Measuring Scale. — ^The thousand words included by 
Leonard P. Ayres in his "Measuring Scale for Ability in 
Spelling '' are those which he found to be the thousand words 
most frequently used. They range from words of extreme 
difficulty in spelling to words which offer no spelling difficulty 
whatever. Therefore in this book some of these thousand 
words are intensively taught as prominent words, and others 
appear only as subordinate words or in supplementary exer- 
cises. A few words which are learned before the pupil begins 
the formal study of spelling, or words which present no diffi- 
culty in spelling, are omitted from the book except as they 
occur incidentally in dictation exercises. For the convenience 
of teachers who may wish to review the spelling of these* few 
easiest words, the following list presents the words of the 
Ayres Measuring Scale which are not included in the formal
